Citizens to pay for ticket to Barcelona

As the saying goes, 
“nothing in life is free,” un- 
less of course, you're a mem- 
ber of the San Jose City 
Council. 

On November 16th, the 
city council approved “use of 
appropriate council district 
funds as the source of fund- 
ing for transportation to 
Barcelona, Spain for the des- 
ignated city representative.” 
Councilmember Forrest Wil- 
liams was designated to be 
the city’s representative for 
the grand opening at Dolce 
Stiges Conference and Cor- 
porate Meeting Center in 
Barcelona. 

The council also ap- 
proved the “acceptance of a 
gift from the Medgroup to 
provide accommodations for 
the designated city represen- 
tative.” 

Who or what is Dolce? 
Who or what is Medgroup, 
and why are they being so 
hospitable to a member of 
San Jose’s city council? 

Dolce is the firm that 


was awarded the manage- 


ment contract for the Hayes 
Mansion. The city recently 
made a commitment of over 
five million dollars to help 
bail out the Hayes Mansion 
facility. (The facility lies in 


the council district repre- 
sented by Forrest Williams). 

A call was placed to 
Councilman Williams’ office 
in an effort to obtain informa- 
tion about Medgroup, the 
firm that offered to pay for 
the councilman’s accommo- 
dations. A member of Will- 
iams’ staff invited me to 
speak to Mr. Williams when 
he returned from his trip. It 
was also suggested that I look 
up Medgroup on the internet! 
(The only website that I 
found on Medgroup indi- 
cated that Medgroup was a 
corporation based in Malta!). 

According to the city 
clerk’s office, the estimated 
cost of the-councilman's air- 
line ticket scheduled to be 
paid with council district 
funds is $625. The estimated 
value. of the “gift” from 
Medgroup for accommoda- 
tions is $700. According to 
the city clerk’s office, no one 
spoke against this decision at 
the November city council 
meeting. 

Perhaps while in Barce- 
lona, the councilman can un- 
cover ways to close San 
Jose's nearly $60 million 
budget deficit. (I mean, San

Immigrants: Still welcome in America?

“Give Me Your Tired, Your 
Poor; Your Huddled Masses Yearn- 
ing to Breathe Free...” are words 
inscribed on the base of the Statue 
of Liberty, welcoming immigrants 
to America. 

Immigrants have been a little 
less welcome in the last several 
years. Indeed, fear of immigrants 
seems to be sweeping the nation. 

In part, the explanation to the 
uneasiness about immigrants has 
been fueled by the tragic events of 
9/11 and the insecurity people feel 
about the inability to control incom- 
ing people to our country. 

Linking terrorists with illegal 
immigrants is an easy thing to do in 
spite of the fact that there is no such 
connection. 

The 19 individuals responsible 
for 9/11 came into the country with 
papers. They carried out their plan 
with diabolical precision. Their in- 
tention in coming to the U.S. was to 
hurt Americans. 

Undocumented workers, on the 
other hand, come to the U.S. because 
of one thing only: jobs. Once they 
make into our céuntry, people give 
them work and that's how they man- 
age to stay. 

The presence of undocumented 
workers generates a great deal of 
anger. You see it in letters to the edi- 


tors of local and even major news- 
papers. People view undocumented 
workers as uninvited guests at best 
or criminals at worst. The suspicion 
is that they may commit crimes or 
that they”1l use resources they're not 
entitled to. 

The anti-immigrant feelings are 
also triggering laws at the state and 
national level. 

In Arizona, voters approved a 
state ballot measure called “Protect 
Arizona Now” (Proposition 200) 
which will eliminate non-federal 
government services to undocu- 
mented residents of the state. The 
measure is similar to the infamous 
Proposition 187 of California which 
the courts eventually declared un- 
constitutional. 

Like Proposition 187, Proposi- 
tion 200 is controversial. Opponents 
of the measure asserted that it would 
threaten public employees with jail 
terms if they fail to report suspected 
undocumented workers. In addition, 
the proposition might endanger all 
Arizonans because the services not 
provided to undocumented workers 
might affect legal residents and citi- 
zens. Firefighters, for example, 
might have to identify if people are 
legally in the country before putting 
out a fire. 

At the national level, immi- 
grants are also being attacked with 
legislation. Tom Tancredo (R-Col.) 
has succeeded in introducing an 
anti-immigration rider into the intel- 
ligence reform bill passed by Con- 
gress on October 8th of 2004. One 
of these tags restricts the rights of 
immigrants seeking political asylum 
and puts limitations on the type of 
documentation the government can 
accept as identification cards. 

Tancredo also created the Im- 


migration Reform Caucus which 
aims to control the “widespread 
problem of voting by illegal aliens” 
and the “explosive growth of illegal 
immigration.” One of Tancredo’s 
fears is the possibility of terrorists 
coming in from Mexico. 

Tancredo has been accused of 
racism and indeed his website re- 
veals some similarities with those of 
supremacist organizations. 

In spite of these anti-immigrant 
efforts, both presidential candidates 
made proposals for dealing with un- 
documented workers. Bush and 
Kerry promised to create a guest- 
worker program to bring in workers 
legally if jobs are waiting for them. 

Bush’s proposal has not gone 
very far because public sentiment is 
against rewarding illegal behavior. 
Dealing with the immigration issue 
is political dynamite Bush may not 
be eager to tackle. Yet, in his first 
press conference as president-elect 
he stated his desire to spend his “po- 
litical capital” to move the country 
forward. As a conservative, Bush 
may be able to sell it to the right 
wing element of the GOP. 

Whether our government deals 
with the question of immigration or 
not, people are still eager to come 
to the U.S. In some cases, that de- 
sire may include risking their lives. 
And as long as the strong desire of 
people to get into our country ex- 
ists, it means the U.S. is a desirable 
place to live. When immigrants will 
no longer want to come to our coun- 
try, it means our decline has begun.

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My secret education: Community college 
not good enough for my immigrant parents 


Editor”s note: Pressure 
from parents whose own edu- 
cational ambitions were 
crushed with the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan leads one 
young man to fake his gradu- 
ation.

I’ve spent the last two 
years of my life receiving an 
education from De Anza 
Community College, behind 
my family’s back. During 
that time I had the audacity 
to tell them that I had already 
graduated. In fact, I was 
barely passing English 101. 

I lied to them because it 
is shameful in my family for 
someone to be spending so 
much time at a junior college. 
It’s particularly bad since my 
cousins are all on their ways 
toward graduating from four- 
year colleges with bachelor 
degrees in marketing, engi- 
neering and other subjects. 

The truth was simple. I 
did not understand this cy- 
clone of a thing called school. 
To me, attending community 
college was something that 
people my age did, just to do. 
I never thought it would take 
me anywhere. 

It was my only my in- 
volvement with Students for 
Justice, a politically charged 
student organization at De 
Anza, that kept me in school. 
I was becoming deeply in- 
volved in campus politics and 
constantly challenging my- 
self to learn new things about 
the world. | was finally learn- 
ing, whether I was taking 
classes or not. But activism 
did not move me toward a 
degree, a job or more money. 

When my cousins began 
to graduate, all eyes turned to 
me. With the mounting pres- 
sure, I told my family that I 
was transferring to San José 
State University and was not 
interested in De Anza’s 
graduation ceremony. I told 
them that graduation ceremo- 
nies were childish and that I 
would wait for my junior col- 
lege degree to arrive in the 
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mail. This was during the 
Spring quarter of 2002, a 
good two years and about 10 
classes away from my actual 
graduation. During those two 
years my family kept asking 
for that AA (Associate in 
Arts) degree. I stalled, telling 
them the school had the 
wrong address and that they 
were verifying all my infor- 
mation. Besides, I told them, 
I was enrolling at San José 
State. 

I would purposely leave 
random San José State Uni- 
versity documents that I had 
picked up from the De Anza 
College transfer center 
around my parents’ house. I 
kept my De Anza parking 
permit locked up in the glove 
compartment. My charade 
continued until I realized that 
a real graduation ceremony 
was soon becoming a possi- 
bility. Despite all the random 
classes that I had jumped in 
and out of, it finally seemed 
that I might be moving to- 
ward something. 

So after five years. — 
two years after my pretend 
graduation — I did it. I be- 
came the first in my immedi- 
ate family to earn a college 
degree. The ceremony fea- 
tured local politicians — the 
same ones who kept quiet 
when our tuition fees doubled 
— speaking enthusiastically 
about the significance of our 
college education. “So how 
many of you are the first ones 
in your family to graduate 
from college?” they asked. I 
shyly lifted my hand from my 
shining graduation gown, and 
raised it with the others. My 
family, who would have been 
so proud, were absent. They 
thought the ceremony took 
place years ago. 

It’s somewhat difficult to 
explain how I came to this 
predicament, especially to 
people who may not under- 
stand the complexities of 
growing up in a first-genera- 
tion immigrant family. My 
family comes from a genera- 
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tion of Afghan refugees who 
sacrificed their entire lives in 
order to allow their children 
to have the opportunity to live 
the life they were denied. 
Both my parents were only a 
few academic units short of 
graduating from college in 
Afghanistan when the Soviet 
tanks rolled in and forced 
them to flee. Attracted to 
Germany’s free university 
system, they found refuge in 
the industrial city of Frank- 
furt and hoped to gain their 
college degrees. Their hopes 
were crushed when they 
found out that academic units 
from Afghanistan did not 
meet the “prestigious” educa- 
tional standards of Germany. 
Education eluded my parents 
a second time. 

My mother, one of the 
few women in Afghanistan to 
study engineering, was in 
Germany a homemaker who 
used her quick math skills to 
get the best deals at local mar- 
kets. My father, in Afghani- 
stan a man of science and a 
well-respected student of 
economics, was left to use his 
skills working as a laborer at 
the German National Airport. 
They came to the United 
States for more opportunity 
and placed all their hopes on 
their newborn-to-be: me. 

I still have no money and 
no job, but took enough 
classes to stumble across the 
graduation stage and receive 
a document that suggests that 
I’m an accomplished person. 
I don’t feel accomplished, 
and the degree means very 
little to me since I did not 
share it with my family. It 
would be a shame if I didn’t 
tell my parents about the 
events of the last two years. I 
intend to tell them. I owe it 
to my family to include them 
in my life, and I owe it to 
myself to deal with my inse- 
curities. Things will probably 
never be the same in my fam- 
ily now, but the important 
thing is that my soul can fi- 
nally be at ease.<>

El Paso, Texas (EFE) — La 
diabetes está alcanzando niveles 
epidémicos y su incidencia en la 
frontera es mayor a la calculada 
inicialmente por lo que ahora se 
coordinan esfuerzos binacionales 
para combatirla. 

Los hábitos de vida, la pobre 
economía en la frontera y el poco 
acceso a servicios de salud ha 
incrementado la incidencia de esta 
enfermedad entre los hispanos, 
coincidieron especialistas de la 
Organización Panamericana de 
Salud, la Secretaría de Salud de 
México y de la Asociación para 
la Diabetes en El Paso. 

“Estamos frente a una epide- 
mia y necesitamos contrarrestarla 
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con educación y campañas de pre- 
vención”, dijo el coordinador de 
entrenamiento de la Asociación de 
Diabetes en El Paso, Samuel Már- 
quez. 

Indicó que estudios de campo 
han revelado que el índice de per- 
sonas que padecen diabetes en la 
frontera podría alcanzar el 20 por 
ciento, ocho por ciento más de lo 
estimado inicialmente por las 
organizaciones de salud. 

La cifra es alarmante si se 
considera que a nivel nacional el 
número de hispanos mayores de 
20 años que padece de diabetes es 
de 8.2 por ciento, explicó el espe- 
cialista. Asimismo, los hispanos 
tienen 15 veces más posibilidades 
de desarrollar la enfermedad que 
los anglos de la misma edad. 

Tan sólo en El Paso se calcula 
el número de diabéticos supera los 
800,000. 

Las estadisticas revelan que 
en 2000 la tasa de muerte por dia- 
betes era de 36.7 por cada 100,000 
entre los hispanos frente a 22 por 
cada 100,000 entre los anglos. 

Peor aun, dice Marquez, 
aproximadamente la mitad de los 
hispanos con diabetes no han sido 
identificados porque desconocen 
que padecen la enfermedad. 

Agregó que la dieta de los 
hispanos facilita la aparición de 
la enfermedad, ya que consumen 
grandes cantidades de almidones 
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como los fríjoles, tortillas, arroz 
y chilaquiles, entre otros. 
Márquez coordina un grupo 
de educadores que sé ha dado a la 
tarea de acudir a las comunidades 
a dar clases de nutrición y a pro- 
mover el ejercicio como medidas 
preventivas, ya que la obesidad y 
la diabetes van de la mano. 
Tanto la Asociación como la 


Organización Panamericana de 
Salud, los Centro de Control y 
Prevención de Enfermedades 
(CDC) de EE.UU. y la Secretaría 
de Salud de México realizan 
actualmente estudios para deter- 
minar la gravedad exacta del pro- 
blema. 

Las áreas incluidas en estas 
investigaciones en EE.UU. son 


California y Texas, mientras que 
en México son Baja California, 
Sonora, Chihuahua, Nuevo León, 
Coahuila y Tamaulipas. 

Cada entrevistado es some- 
tido a exámenes de sangre, peso 
y estatura, entre otros, y con esta 
información se espera lograr un 
entendimiento real de la prevalen- 
cia de la enfermedad, de los facto-
